Near Fuller Realization. 

“With regard to the state at large, 
I believe that all men in public 
office are beginning to reach a fuller 
realization of party responsibility, and 
are taking a more active part in its 
behalf. With a few exceptions, they 
are solidly behind the ticket. 

“While there is a strong sentiment 
on the dry issue, I am confident this 
objection will be made secondary, in 
the great majority of cases, to the 
greater issue of what it would mean 
to the south to subscribe to republican 
principles. 

“As I see it, the election will be 
a contest between democracy and re- 
publicanism, and not a personal fight 
between Smith and Hoover. The two 
parties are substantially the same as 
they were 60 years ago. 

“If the democratic party has served 
the south in the past, it may be con- 
fidently expected to deliver that same 
service in the future. | 

Public Office as Chattel. 

“T don’t think the people will con- 
tinue in power a party which treats 
public office as personal chattel, to be 
peddled to that class willing to buy 
an office outright. 

“I am giving my allegiance to the

Both his future mother-in-law and 
his bride-to-be are listed in the social 
register. Miss Lauder’s father. a 
yachtsman of note, died several years 
ago. He inherited the fortune of his 
father, George Lauder, a kinsman of 
Andrew Carnegie and one of the found- 
ers of the steel company that laid the 
foundation of the Carnegie wealth. 


Fiancee 21 Years Old. 


Miss Lauder, whose full name is 
Mary Josephine Rowland Lauder (her 
mother was Katherine M. Rowland be- 
fore her marriage) is 21 years old. 
nine years younger than the retired 
heavyweight champion. She is a 
graduate of the fashionable Finch 
School for Girls and is a member of 
the junior leagues of both New York 
city and Greenwich. 

It was not generally known at just 
what point in Tunney’s climb from 
obscurity up the ladder of fistic fame 
he first met the society girl who was 
later to become his wife. Some re- 
ports had it that they had been secret- 
ly engaged for a year prior to the for- 
mal announcement today. But what- 
ever the facts are it was believed that 
their friendship dated back at least 
to the time of Tunney’s last fight with 
Jack Dempsey. 

After that fight Tunney, as the 
victor, was called to the microphone to 
speak a few words to the radio audi- 
ence. He closed his remarks by send- 
ing greetings to “every body and espe- 
cially to my friends in Greenwich, 
Conn.” Many of those who had heard

SMITH AWAITS 
STRATON S REPLY 


Governor Refuses To Say 
More About Proposed 
Debate Until Pastor An- 
swers Challenge.

Albany, N. ¥., August &-—(@)— 
Until the postman brings Governor 
Smith a letter from Dr. John Roach 
Straton accepting his challenge for a 
close-range and free discussion of his 
political career, the democratic presi- 


dential nominee intends ‘to say noth- 
ing more about the proposed debate. 

In a letter to the pastor of Calvary 
Baptist church in New York city, 
Smith yesterday took exception to Dr.

Dr. Straton, not waiting for Smith's 
communication to reach him at his 
New Jersey vacation retreat, an- 
nounced that the debate was a go, but 
suggested that it be held in some 
large New York auditorium instead 
of his church. He also proposed that 
the nominee and he engage in a series 
of joint debates through the south.

Negotiations were completed in 
New. York Wednesday under which 
the vaudeville and picture programs 
now offered at Loew’s Grand theater 
will be transferred to the Capitol 
theater, which is to be operated in 
the future by the Loew interests, ac- 
cording to information made public 
by Colonel E. A. Schiller, general rep- 
resentative of Loew’s, Inc. 

All details of the deal under which 
Loew and the Universal company will 
pool their interests in Atlanta will 
not be announced until later, acecord- 
ing to Colonel Schiller. His telegram}. 
to The Constitution announcing the 
deal as follows: 

“Negotiations are practically com- 
pleted by which Loew and Universal 
will pool their interests in Atlanta. 
The arrangement concerns Universal’s 
new Capitol theater and Loew’s Grand 
theater.

by the roots, tie knots in telephone 
and telegraph wires, and drench the 
populations in nearly a dozen cities 
with from five to eight inches of 
rain. 

‘Stuart, county seat of Martin coun- 
ty, famed for its fishing and its great 
natural harbor, suffered estimated 
damage of $1,000,000. Store windows 
were blow out by the score, roofing 
of all kinds was stripped off like kin- 
dling, every telephone was put out of 
commission and telephone and tele- 
graph wires strewn over every street. 

Wires Are Snapped. 

The high tension line of the Florida 
Power and Light company running 
the full length of the state snapped 
late Tuesday during the first heavy 
blow and electric light service has 
been suspended since then. 

Driving 140 miles to reach the one 
telephone wire to the outside world 
in this part of Florida, your corre- 
spondent drove through a 75-mile-an- 
hour wind for four hours. The splen- 
‘did state highways along the east 
coast was strewn with branches and 
every mile or two great trees lay 
across the road. 

Fort Pierce suffered more than a 
million dollars damage, hundreds ol 
roofs were torn off and the tremen- 
dous downpour drenched every cor- 
ner of chaste every house in the city. 
Signboards, -awnings, timbers, and 
parts of buildings lay all over the 
streets. Broken tile, plate glass and 
strips of felt and metal roofing cov- 
ered the sidewalks. 

Vero Beach was another heavy suf- 
ferer, mostly from torn roofs, awn- 
ings, smashed windows, and signs and 
benches snatched down and _ blown 
away. At one place a large refrigera- 
tor was blown off a back porch and 
across the street. Soaked automo- 
biles temporarily abandoned by their 
drivers were seen on every hand. 

Lacked Twisting Features. 


Today’s storm lacked both the vio- 
Jence and twisting features of Miami's 
famous storm. ‘The maximum wind 
velocity today was estimated at 11%) 
miles an hour in place of the 150-mile 
gale that shook Miami. 

The freak antics of the storm be- 
gan at 3 a. m. today. Unlike the 
famous wind that changed direction 
and blew back all it had blown away, 
this one became more destructive when 
the change came. All day Tuesday 
the wind was from the north, never 
exceeding 90 miles an hour. A dead 
calm struck the storm area shortly 
after midnight and the wind came 
hack with a bang from the south at 
not less than 110 miles per hour. 

Citrus groves along the east coast 
looked like a winter scene in the 
north, with trees almost bare of leaves

and the ground covered with millions 
of green “snowballs.” 


The storm apparently was abating | 


this afternoon, although the rain and 
hard wind eontinued from the south. 

Cleaning up work already has been 
begun despite the weather, for the 
east coast learned its lesson two years 
ago and much of the damage was pro- 
tected by windstorm insurance. 

The Stuart Daily News and Fort 
Pierce News-Tribune, both Associated 
Press newspapers, have suspended 
publication until the power lines can 
be restored. 

Palm Beach suffered comparatively 
little damage as it was only on. the 
edge of the blow. Some houses were 
unroofed there but the greatest dam- 
age was between Stuart and Fort 
Pierce.

than half way across the peninsula, 
unless it holds to a more northerly 
course. : 

So far as could be learned there 
has been no loss of life in any of 
the stricken: districts. Chief damage 
to the interior; it was feared, would 
be wreaked upon the hundreds of or- 
ange, grapefruit and tangerines groves 
that dot the gentle hills of the ridge 
and lake sections. 

Half Way on Course. 

Apuparently the sterm was more 
than half way on its course from the 
Atlantic to the Gulf:of Mexico, after 
ravaging a -mile strip along the 
east coast last night and early today. 

Rising winds were repored’ from 
Lakeland, 15 miles west of Winter- 
haven, where the velocity was ‘ap- 
proximately 40 miles an hour. 

Kissimmee experienced a _ 60-mile 
wind this afternoon, wrecking two 
residences, unroofing several buildings, 
breaking plate glass in store windows 
and uprooting trees, 

Meager’ reports from St. Cloud, 
about 10 miles east of Kissimmee, re- 


lated that houses had been unroefed 
there and that portions of the town 


were inundated by waters blown out} 


of Lake Tohopekaliga by the force 
of the winds. 
Okeechobee Is Hit. 


Okeechobee, located at the north- 
ern tip of the great lake of that 
name, suffered several thousand dol- 
lars damage in the storm last night. 
Unofficial reports were that 18 inches 
of rain had fallen there. Lake Okee- 
chobee rose two feet and tributary 
streams were said to be piling out of 
their banks, carrying flood menace 
to thousands of acres of crops. 

Before turning from the eastern 
shoreland, the hurricane wreaked 
damage estimated into the millions 
of dollars, chiefly to buildings in the 
cities of Vero Beach, Stuart and Fort 
Pierce and to the extensive citrus 
groves, especially in the rich Indian 
river section. 

Others Feel Effects. 


Lake Wales and Bartow, both 
near Winterhaven, later felt the ef- 
fects of the storm, according to re- 
ports from telephone company  of- 
ficials, who said that houses were un- 
roofed in Lake Wales by a 60-mile 
wind. Bartow reported a 40Q-mile 
gale, steadily increasing. 

Haines City was isolated by the 
storm. 

Florida East Coast railway officials 
said that Kenansville, a junction point 
village on its Lake Okeechobee line, 
probably had been inundated by the 
heavy rains. They also had received 
word that Okeechobee, 40 miles from 
Kenansville, was flooded. Both towns 


lie in the flat country of low eleva 
tion and poor drainage. 


STUART PRESENTS 
PICTURE OF DESOLATION. 


Stuart, Fla., August 8.—(4)—One 
of the principal east coast victims of 
the tropical hurricane, this city pre- 
sented a picture of desolation today, 
with its streets strewn by a mass of 
litter—fallen tree limbs, tatters of 
awnings, pieces of plate glass, signs 
and roofing. : 

Heavy material damage, estimated 
at upwards of $1,000,000 was wrought 
by the violent windstorm that took 
two hard swipes at the city late last 
night and early today. 


First Severe Blow. 


The first severe blow came shortly 
before midnight when hard north- 
northwest winds battered the town, 
tearing foliage from trees, ripping roofs 
and crushing west-front store’ win- 
dows. For approximately two hours 
thereafter there was a lull. 

Then; shortly before 2 o'clock rip- 


ping gusts came from the south of | 


greater severity, accompanied ‘by a 
downpour of rain. This assault, dur- 
ing which the wind was estimated 
to have attained a maximum velocity 
of.110 miles an hour, tore off the 
roof of the Lyric theater and flooded 
the building, blew down the sheds of 
the East Coast Lumber company, un- 
roofed sceres of homes and other 
buildings and smashed nearly every 
window in town. 

Damage from the rainfall alone was 
great, few buildings escaping a drench- 
ing, and in most cases walls, fix- 
tures and merchandise stocks were 
ruined. 


Also at Fort Pierce. 


Similar things were happening at 
Fort Pierce and Vero Beach, north 
of here, at approximately. the same 
time. Each of these cities also paid 
a heavy toll to the storm. 

So far as could be learned, the hur- 
ricane caused no fatalities and few, 
if any, were injured. 

Extremely heavy damage was done 
to lines of the telephone and tele- 
graph companies. 

The old Dixie highway’ through 
Olympia was impassable because of 
fallen electric light and telephone 
poles, approximately 50 of which were 
strewn across the thoroughfare. 

On the new highway north of Olym- 
pia and into Salerno incessant rains 
which fell throughout the forenoon 
turned the flatwoods into a_ sea. 
Whipped by a strong west wind blow- 
ing from 35 to 40 miles an_ hour, 
waves were washing over the western 
embankment of the roadway and eat- 
ing under it in places. 

Highway Inundated. 


At Salerno water from: the sound 
had swept westward across the old 
highway, leaving piles of debris in 
the road. There, a number of boat 
houses collapsed on craft which they 
were sheltering and fishing boats were 
left high and dry along the banks or 
in yardways, all more or less damaged. 

Boats that apparently were an- 
chored safely had their tops ripped 
away or were smashed to pieces. 

In the great orange groves in the 
vicinity of Fort Pierce little green 
fruit was left on the trees. 

Stuart was without light or power, 
but it was expected these would be 
restored some time tomorrow. Line- 
men of many utility companies dot- 
ted the highways, wading breast deep 
through the waters west of Olympia, 
where a part of the Florida Power 
and Light company’s high tension 
line went down. 

Wires Are Down. 


The city also was’ without wire 
communication of any kind today. 
Wreckage barred most of its thorough- 
fares, everywhere snapped = wires 
dangled in the air. Not a whole awn- 
ing was to be seen in the town and 
broken glass littered the streets. 

From Jensen, northward, the coun- 
tryside presented a more or less dev- 
astated appearance. Few dead pine 
trees remained upright and many 
large green ones lay sprawling. The 
beach at Olympia was badly broken.

ORLANDO LASHED 
BY HARSH GALE. 


Orlando, Fla., August 8.—(@)— 
Lashed by a tropical gale reaching a 
velocity estimated at times at 50 
miles an hour, Orlando and central 
Florida yiewed the night with anxiety 
as the wind showed no signs of abate- 
ment at nightfall. Power, cut off in 
the city of Orlando in midafternoon, 
was restored at dusk in some sections 
of the city, althotgh linemen report- 
ed that many wires were snapped by 
falling trees and branches almost as 
fast as; they’ were repaired. 

No casualties had been reported .in 
this” section tonight, damage being 
confined to broken shade trees, fruit 


i trees stripped of budding, fruit and 


foliage and damage to telephone, tele- 
graph and power wires: More than 
300 telephones were out of commis- 
sion in Orlando. 

The Florida Public Service com- 
pany, operating high tension power 
transmission wires from Avon Park.

mission and that the power had to be 
cut in some localities due toe falling 
wires. No serious damage in any of 
the communities served by the com- 
pany was reported. 

Deputy sheriffs in Orlando reported 
at nightfall that automobile traffic 
over the Cheney highway, east from 
Orlando to the coast, was being turned 
back at the Brevard county line. Ef- 
forts to communicate with Cocoa, 
Titusville, and Melbourne on the coast 
by telephone were without avail. 

Hundreds of anxious citizens be- 
sieged the newspaper and telegraph 
offices for news in other localities, 
while, Mayor L. M, Autrey, of Or- 
lando, ordered members of every city 
department to stand in readiness to oi- 
fer assistance im any community 
where it might be needed. 


U. S. BUREAU ISSUES 
NEW WARNING. 


Washington, August 8.—(4)—The 
weather bureau tonight issued the fol- 
lowing storm warning: 

Florida disturbance central south- 
western Orange county moving north- 
westward with somewhat decreased 
intensity ; tropical disturbance central 
about 150 miles south-southwest. of 
Porto Rico moving northwest or west- 
northwest. of moderate intensity. Cau- 
tion advised Santo Domingo, Haiti 
and Jamaica and contiguous waters 
next 24 hours. Disturbance is ap- 
parently headed for southern Haiti 
coast. Every precaution advised that 
section for strong winds and possibly 
gales Thursday forenoon. 


TUG IS TOWING 
SHIP INTO MOBILE. 

New Orleans, August 8.—(4)—The 
coast guard tug Ontario is towing the 
steamship Phoenix into Mobile, the 
naval radio station was advised today. 

The message was received from a 
coast cutter in gulf waters saying 
merely : 

“Tug Ontario has Phoenix in tow. 
Does not desire assistance. Proceed- 
ing to Mobile unless otherwise or- 
dered.” 

The message did not indicate 
whether the Phoenix's distress had 
any connection with the Florida storm. 
The Phoenix is believed to be the 
tank steamship of 3,511 tonnage. 


WARNINGS POSTED 
AT MOBILE, ALA. 


Mobile, Ala., August 8—(@)— 
Storm warning were hoisted here by 
the weather bureau at 6 o'clock to- 
night. The weather bureau made 
public the followinggwarning : 

Hoist northeast Storm warnings 6 
p. m, west of Apalachicola to Mo- 
bile. Northeast winds will increase 
on Thursday. Disturbance moving 
northwest with decreasing intensity. 

The wind is expected to increase 
at Mobile on Thursday. The storm 
warnings are hoisted and not a hurri- 
cane warning as the disturbance will 
probably decrease. Later reports will 
show whether any change in warnings 
may be necessary.

JUGO-SLAV LEADER, 
DIES OF WOUNDS 


London, August 8.—(/)—The Ey 
change Telegraph company reports 
from Velma that Stefan Raditch, Jugo- 
Slavian peasant parliamentary leader, 
died today at Agram from wounds re- 
ceived last June in an attack on him 


in parliament. 

Raditch died of wounds received last 
June 20 in parliament when a radical 
deputy, Punica Ratchitch, infuriated 
at frequent interruptions, whipped out 
his pistol and fired six shots into a 
group of Croatians. Each shot claimed 
a victim, two being killed, one of them 
a newhew of Raditch, and four were 
wounded. 

For a time Raditch’s condition im- 
proved but he suffered a relapse. Since 
his, assassination Croatia has seen 
what has been almost tantamount to

movements I made. 


When I was going throngh that, 
the earth seemed to swing about under 
me in a dizzy way which had no rela- 
tion to the plane I was flying. 

Today I began to “get the feel” of 
the controls and turned the plane 
about in simple maneuvers—at a safe 
altitude, so the instructor would have 
time to correct any mistake I made 
before we hit the ground. 

Things are getting more comforta- 
ble up there for both me and the in- 
structor. 

Like Babe’s First Steps 

It was only a little start, “like A 
baby’s first steps, as far as getting 
to be a pilot is concerned. But it 
was certainly an improvement over 
the previous attempts and I came down 
with the conviction that I can learn 
to fly. 

In a way it’s like learning to write 
on a typewriter or getting the signals 
on a football team. It comes awk- 
wardly enough at first and you have 
to do a lot of slow, heavy thinking. 
But after you get enough practice, 
the words you think before a typewri- 
ter seems to run. through your fin- 
gers and on to the sheet without any 
effort on your part. Or, if it is foot- 
ball, the strange groups of numbers 
which you formerly had to think 
about hard have a clear meaning to 
you the instant they are uttered. 

_ The parallel is pretty close in learn- 
ing to fly, except that flying is com- 
plicated by the fact that mistakes in 
the air may have much more serious 


results. 
Plane Seems Steady. 

In your first instruction in a plane, 
you hardly feel that you are sliding 
over this way or that, or that the 
machine is nosing over into what 
would be a fatal dive if it were not | 
corrected. The plane seems to be 
steady all the time. It appears that 
only the earth is swinging about. You 
have to gather from the way the hori- 
zon behaves just what the plane is 
doing. After you figure that out, 
you have to think which way you 
must move the stick and rudder bars 
to correct it. But, as you get a 
little practice, all this thinking be- 
comes automatic, you begin to’ do 
what is needed smoothly and quickly. 

The plane feels really alive under 
your touch. You have time to look 
out past’ the shining silver wings and 
down on the clear- cut, brightly-col- 
ored patchwork landscape below and 
you're not sorry you started to learn 
to fly. 

Tomorrow IT am going Fo try my 
first “stunt” flying. I will climb the 
plane se steeply that it loses flying 
speed and begins to’ fall. Then I 
must try to recover from the fall and

LAURENS CITIZENS ASK 
CLEMENCY FOR RAWLS 


Prominent citizens of Laurens coun- 
ty, including the solicitor general of 
the Ogeechee circuit, the sheriff, Ma- 
yor T. E. Hightower, of Dublin. 
and Frank Lawson, editor of the Dub- 
lin Courier-Herald, appeared before 
the Georgia prison commission Wed- 
nesday pleading for executive clemency | 
for Bernard Rawis, now serving life | 
imprisonment for the slaying of J. B. | 
Poindexter, Tybee Beach hotel man- 
ager in May, 1924. 

Each of the men declared a belief 
that the young man has “paid his 
debt to society” for an “act commit- 
ted to avenge an insult any red- -blood- 
ed southern man would resent.” 

Rawls, testimony at the trial in 
Chatham county showed, slew Poin- 
dexter during a scuffle which ensued 
when the latter attempted to eject the 
Laurens county youth from the hotel. 
Testimony given by  Poindexter’s 
widow, largely accredited with secur- 
ing the conviction, attorneys said, was 
impeached as “physically impossible” 
by Judge R. Earl Camp, chief of de- 
fendant counsel. 

Judge Camp added the claim that 
his client was tried in a hostile at- 
mosphere and the prosecution pushed 


to have suffered when the tragedy 
marred the opening of the resort ho- 
tel. He praised the lineage of Rawls 
and referred to the family as one of 
the finest in middle Georgia. 

Editor Lawson, adding his belief in 
the integrity of the imprisoned man! 
declared that “if your honors see fit 
to give him elemency I would be glad 
to have him work for me on my news- 
paper; that’s how much I believe in 
his character.” 

The prison commission has not re- 
ported its recommendation to. the gov- 
ernor.

POSTURE AND VARICOSE

the column "ef. blood above them and 


are not found in many long veins in 
the trunk. From this anatomical ob- 
servation scientists have that 
nature intended man to be a_ hori- 
zontal creature, but perversely man 
insists on being upright (physically 
merely) and one of the penalties na- 
ture imposes on man for this perverse- 
ness is varicose swelling in the veins. 

How much sense there may be in 
thet observation I do not know. It 
seems sound up to a degree. I believe 
it is a bad thing for anybody to let 
this uprightness become a mixed 
habit. Everybody, particularly: every- 
body past the flexible age of youth, 
should unbend for a while every day, 
and discard his dignity and find some 
excuse for play or exercise in other 
postures than the upright. One need 
not necessarily stand on one’s head 
nor even attempt to roll somersaults, 
though both stunts are excellent medi- 
cine for the ailments caused by ex- 
cessive dignity. But some form of 
physical activity which takes one out 
of the stiff vertical for a few min- 
utes now and then is, in my judgment, 
a fine thing for health, good nature 
and longevity, and I don’t care what 
the erudite medical editors and profes- 
sors think about it—some of them 
apparently never think at all—they 
just rehash ideas they glean from the 
medical contributions that real think- 
ers submit to them for publication. 
One such medical editor discovered, 
as he fancied, a weak spot in my 
armor and told his readers that “one 
health column conductor has a strange 
notion that somersaults are a good 
form of exercise.” I have never had 
such a notion, and have often warn- 
ed readers that somersaults are not 
exercise. Nevertheless, a few somer- 
saults now and then, between serving 
two customers or writing two letters, 
help materially toward counteracting 


a moment, while I roll myself half a 
dozen. All I need is a pad for the 
coco, ; 

Now I feel more cheerful. 

If somersaults seem too strenuous 
for you—lots of people 70 to 80 years 
of age roll ‘em regularly—here’s an 
easier stunt, and a good one to indulge 
in whenever you can steal a minute 
away from the counter, stove, desk or 
bench, especially if you have varicose 
veins anywhere in the lower half of 
the b dy: Lie on your back with your 
legs elevated *to vertical, and wiggle 
your toes and slowly flex and extend 
your feet for a minute. If you can 
take two.minutes, include a few flex- 
ions of knees and hips while you are 
lying there. 

Prolonged standing is not so good 
for one with varicose veins, but a 
daily walk, at a fairly brisk pace, is 
good, especially if you wear nothing 
to®impede natural abdominal breath- 
ing and take care that your shoes are 
made to fit your feet and not vice 
versa. The practice of absorbing six 
miles of oxygen on the hoof every 
day, opposes any tendency toward 
varicose enlargement of the veins or 
thighs or legs. Very slow walking is 
not so good. Walk briskly, and keep 
your crown high and your chin in 
and never slouch. 

It should be unnecessary to repeat 
that one with varicose veins or any 
tendency thereto must of course es- 
chew all constricting garments or har- 
ness about the belly, tight garters 
around -the legs, and tight footwear. 

In another talk we shall deal with 
the treatment of varicose veins.

4-F oot Alligator 
Joins Swimmers 


At Grant 


Despite the fact that alligators are 
known by naturalists as docile crea- 
tures, one of the reptiles, a four-foot 
specimen, brought consternation to 
swimmers in Grant park pool Wed- 
nesday.morning until he was slain by 
a hail of bullets fired by Patrolmen 
Charies Crankshaw and C. D. Hughes. 

The scaly intruder was discovered 
by a party of young swimmer: in the 
larger and deeper of the two pools 
used for bathing and their cries sent 
the rest of the bathers splasaing for 
the safety of the shore. 

The policemen soon arrived on the 
scene and subjected the unwelcome 
visitor to a devastating fire as he 
swam lazily on the surface of the 
water. As some of the shot took ef- 
fect the reptile sank in about six 
feet of water, out of reach of further 
gunfire, At a loss to continue the bat- 
tle with their revolvers the officers 
were aided by Armand Carter, 15, of 
961 South, Boulevard, who had been 
swimming in the pool when the alli- 
gator appeared. 

Young Carter bravely dived into 
the water from the lifeguard’s boat, 
manned by Officer Hughes, and grap- 
pled with the disturber of the pezxce. 
Seizing the ‘gator by the tail the boy 
succeeded in bringing him to the sur- 
face after some assistance fiom Of- 
ficer Hughes, whe pinned the cay- 
man to the bottom of the pool while 
the youth secured a firm hold. 

After the captifre wae effected the 


wounded ‘gator -was loaded in a po- 
lice car and with head bloody but 
unbowed was taken to headquarters. 
He was detained a prisoner for some 
two hours when the bullets’ wounds 
claimed his life. Officers stated that 
they would have him stuffed and pre-

It is thought that the little ‘gator 
was a member of the family which 
inhabits the pool near the Grant park 
zoo and that he made his escane some- 
time during the night.

He merely stepped 
out to set @ record on -his own hook. 


Tunney’s Successor. 

Tex Rickard spent a year and a 
half trying to locate the next best man 
to Tunney and at the finish there was 
only one answer. His name was Jack 
Dempsey. 

Sharkey held Heeney even—and

rounds... He would also have stopped 
Heeney within fifteen.

THE OLYMPIAN BADGER FIGHT. ’ 
The United States Olympic expeditionary forces seem to have be- 
1 do not mean a badger fight of the sort 


Staged for the benefit of the rookies at the southern training camps of 
the baseball teams, but a clash between wearers of badges, who, naturally, 


should be called badgers. 


Exact figures are not available, but indications 


are that the. badgers traveling with the expedition outnumber the athletes, 


the amateurs (if any), the literary 


athletes and the semi-pros. 


Mr. Murray Hulburt and Mr. Frederick W. Rubien, the two most 
prominent badgers withthe expedition, reached an impasse, as the boys 
say, Of such a decided nature that even the diplomatic efforts of Ambas- 
sador Herrick, which saved the gate receipts at the Davis cup matches, 


would not have been adequate to patching the thing up. 
how the trouble developed are vague. 


Details as to 
At that, it is too hot to wonder 


what badgers fight about, or even why. 


To all intents and purposes, Mr. 
Hulbert seems to have deprived Mr. 
Rubien of his badge, or had it declared 
null and void, which practically 
amounts to the same thing. The in- 
ference is that there must have been 
something very serious, for only in 
extreme cases is it the custom to de 


prive a badger of his badge. It is 
most cruel and unusual, especially as 
it seems that the operation was per- 
formed without an anesthetic. 

Anybody who would make light of 
a badger fight never has worn a 
badge, and consequently never could 
appreciate the agony of having one’s 
badge taken away from him. All the 
other troubles of the United States 
Olympic Expeditionary Forces may 
be smoothed over before the boys and 
girls (fed to a condition of astonish- 
ing plumpness, according to other re- 
ports) come marching home again, 
but the matter of the badges will 
not die out without some struggie. 

There seems to be a growing convic- 
tion that the revival of the Olympic 
games was a mistake in the first 
place. The glory that was Greece's 
seems to have been turned into ‘the 
vexation of the moderns. When they 
started the subscription lists in Eng- 
land to finance the English team there 
was a marked coldness to the idea. 
Two or three journals viewed the 
spectacle at Amsterdam with no little 
alarm, insisting that the groundwork 
for another world war might be de- 
veloped at Amsterdam. 

This possibility did loom when a 
Dutch policeman smacked the wearer 
of a French Olympic badge, but the 
quick work of the diplomats and a 
few cases of champagne rushed up to 
the Dutch front averted that catastro- 
phe. But while a world war was 
averted, there is no assurance that the 
badger fight at Amsterdam may not 
plunge this nation into a bitter fra- 
ternal strife. | 

The badgers in the United States 
are a powerful majority. It is not 
likely that they will take the removy- 
al of a badge in action at Amsterdam 
placidly, even though it was the act 
of another badger. If a leading badger 
can get away with that sort of thing 
nobody’s badge will be safe. It is the 
start of a precedent that might bring 
about chaotic conditions. 

Already it seems to have started a 
dangerous show of disrespect for 
badges. Only the other day a com- 
mitte, all wearing badges, went down 
the bay to meet the members of an 
Italian soccer team. At the dock they 
were refused admission by a customs 
official, despite the fact that their 
badges were displayed prominently. 
A badger always displays his badge 
prominently. 

Prominent badgers are expected to 
ask congress to act in the Amsterdam 
incident before this bloshevist attitude 
toward badgers and badges becomes 
general. 


The Literary Amateurs. 


While the reports persist that com- 
peting members of the American 
Olympie team are bulging at the ab- 
domen with plumpness, due to the ex- 
cellence of the cuisine of the steam- 
ship President Roosevelt, the quality 
of the literature produced by the lit- 
erary athletes remains thin, not to 
say anaemic. 

In their literature the amateur ath- 
letes are not up to the standing of 
the professional athletes in the same 
art. For instance, there never will 
be an amateur like Babe Ruth, and 
I do not mean in a baseball sense, 
either. Any newspaperman recalls 
with a thrill the literary feat per- 


formed by the Babe some years ago. 

In a southern town, while he -was 
under contract to send daily essays to 
his paper, he was stricken with an 
overwhelming stomach ache. The pain 
was so intense that he became de- 
lirious and tossed about on a hotel 
cot, quite out of his mind for the 
time being. But his story appeared 
in his paper the next day. 

The inference was that Mr. Ruth, a 
true newspaperman, stole from his 
feverish cot in the night and wander- 
ed down to a Western Union office. 
There, unconscious and delirious, he 
wrote his dispatch for his paper. No- 
body was there to hear him, but no 


doubt he muttered through his parched 
lips, “I am doing this for my paper, 
‘The New York World.’ Accuracy, 
terseness, accuracy’’—- Then he lapsed 
into a state of coma, and in that con- 
dition was hurried to a New York 
hospital, where he continued to write 
his daily pieces—in a state of coma. 

You do not hear of arfy literary 
feat of this nature performed upon 
the typewriters massed by our Amer- 
ican athletes at Amsterdam. But 
then, these are all amateurs, or what 
stands in lieu of amateurs, and only 
a true professional could accomplish 
the literary feat performed by that 
great author, Mr. Babe Ruth. 


_ Firpo’s Mark in Letters. 


Then there was the literary achieve- 
ment of Senor Luis Angel Firpo, the 
pugilist from the Argentine. Some 
authorities insist that his feat in let- 
ters transcended even that of Mr. 
Ruth. 

You may or may not recall] that 
Senor Firpo spoke* little or no Eng- 
lish, but that did not deter him from 
entering the profession of journalism. 
He was one of those men with the 
writing urge who love obstacles to sur- 
mount in the way of working out a 
literary career. 

Firpo reached the heights—in a lit- 
erary way—ih the bout with Jack 
Dempsey. Knocked down seven times 
and finally rendered absolutely un- 
conscious, Firpo kept his faith with 
his papers. His editors read of his 
condition, and would have excused 
him for delay in transmitting his im- 
pressions—if any—of the fight with 
Dempsey. 

To their astonishment, Firpo’s first 
paragraphs came trickling in to the 
office over the wires while they were 
still trying to revive the fighter. De- 
spite the fact that Firpo could speak 
only a few words of English, his story 
came in without a halt—in English, 
and without the slightest trace of a 
dialect. 

With these two great accomplish- 
ments in mind I feel that I have the 
right to say that the literary work of 
the athletes at Amsterdam has not 
been up to the standards of the pro- 
fessional athletes. But then Ruth 
and Firpo set their standards too high 
for the amateurs to even attempt. 


And He May Come Back. 


By the way, news comes from South 
America to the effect that Firpo will 
stage a come-back, now that Mr. Tun- 
ney is about to leave cauliflowered 
literature very flat,.indeed. It seems 
that he had sparred lightly with a por- 
table typewriter, and has become con- 
vinced that he has not yet lost his 
touch, 

But as to that it is hard to tell; 
Judgment should be suspended untii 
we see Senor Firpo’s first practice es- 
say.

Synchronizatoin—Is it a solution to 
a worrysome problem? Or, in other 
words, can the simultaneous broad- 
casting on the same wave by two or 
more broadcasting stations of an iden- 
tical program be carried on success- 
fully? The radio commission is study- 
ing this phase of radio engineering. 
It is being done by KMOX and 
WAIU. Zhe chief engineer at WAIU 
WAIU, by WBZ and WBZA and 
KDKA and KYW. The best results 
have been obtained by KMOX and 
WAIU. The chief engineer of WAIU 
says: ‘‘We find that there is an en- 
tire absence of heterodyning and the 
only problem not yet quite overcome 
is that of cross-talking during an- 
nouncements.” But even this is part- 
ly solved by dividing the time for sta- 
tion announcements between the two 
stations.

FIRST RADIO MOVIE 
SENT THROUGH AIR 


Pittsburgh, Pa., August §.—(#)—A 
radio utopiaz when moving pictures 
will be sent through the air to homes 
in all parts of the .world, was vis- 
ioned today by-.radio’s most conspic- 
uous leaders when ‘radio movies” 
were sent for the first time in his- 
tory during a demonstration at the 
East Pittsburgh plant of the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing 
company. 

Leaders in the radio world and 
newspapermen attended the demon- 
stration and saw the movies’ sent 
through the air to a screen 30 feet 
from the transmitting apparatus. 

While still in the laboratory stage, 
the process was described as success- 
ful and having great possibilities. It 
was pointed out by engineers that al- 
though the movies were sent only a 
short distance, the engineering prin- 
ciple is the same and they could be 
ng across the continent just as eas- 
ily. 
Ordinary motion picture film was 
used. In a small, darkened labora- 
tory, the broadcasting and receiying 
sets were turned on. As the switch 
was thrown in, starting the broad- 
cast, the “movie” sprung to life on 
a small screen on the receiving set. 

While not as clear as ordinary 
“movies,” the characters were easily 
distinguishable and the sub-titles read- 
ily readable. 

Engineers in explaining the compli- 
cated process which made radio mov- 
ies possible, said light is projected 
through moving film, changed into 
electrical impulses by means of a sen- 
[sitive electrical ‘“‘eye’ and then broad- 
cast on an ordinary radio wave- 
length. . 

The receiving set transforms the 
electrical impulses back into light and 
throws the pictures on a groundglass 
screen about eight inches square. 

Engineers said the receiving set now 
was bulky and expensive, but added 
that when quantity production starts 
the set probably would not be much 
larger than an ordinary radio and 
would likely be within the means of 
every family which now owns a radiv 
receiving set. 

Although there are no movie radio 
receiving sets yet en the market, and 
probably will be none for some time, 
Westinghouse officials announced the 
regular transmission of motion pic- 
tures from station KDKA, Pittsburgh, 
will begin in a few weeks. It was 
also announced the apparatus, when 
produced commercially, will be sold 
through the Radio Corporation of 
America.

Now another factor was brought 
out by Dr. James Ewing at the con- 
ference on cancer control held at 
Lake Mohonk, N. Y., in 1927. It is 
that lack of physical exercise tends to 
development of cancer. In discus- 
sing the question, Dr. Handley, of 


London, said that the lack of physical} other. 


exercise caused a chronic lymphatic 
stagnation or obstruction and this ex-

So, then, when we understand and 
practice exercise and correct diet 
and avoid chronic irritation, we will 
probably prevent cancer, as well as 
many other disorders,

Tokyo, August 8&.—(#)—Alarmed 
by reports that Manchuria was about 
to be joined to the Chinese national- 
ist government at Nanking. Japan 
today warned the province not to take 
that step and told Nanking that “suit- 
able measures” would be initiated un- 
less the nationalists recede from their 
attitude toward the special rights of 
Japanese citizens in China. 

Baron Tanaka, prime minister, told 
today’s cabinet meeting that he had 
reliable information that Chang 
Hsueh-liang, military governor of 
Manchuria, and Chiang Kai-shek. na- 
tionalist military commander-in-chief, 
have worked out the draft of an agree- 
ment to extend the Nanking sway into 
wa city +t 

te 


Manchuria. 


Japan understands that this agree- | 


ment grants compiete autonomy to 
Manchuria in its domestic affairs but 
gives Nanking control of foreign re- 
lations of the province. It is this lat- 
ter aspect which has aroused Tokyo 
to action, Nanking having already 
notified Japan of its abrogation of 
commercial treaties granting extra-ter- 
ritorial rights to Japanese. Japan's 
claim that this abrogation is illegal 
has been ignored by Nanking. 

Without the protection afforded by 
the present treaties, Japan fears that 
its supplies of raw industrial mate- 
rials from Manchuria will be cut off 
and the property and lives of its citi- 
zens there and other parts of China 
will be endangered. 

The tentative agreement also is un- 
derstood to provide that political com- 
mittee is of the koumintang, the po- 
litical organization of the nationalist 
movement, will be excluded from Man- 
chnria but that Chang Hsueh-liang 
will accept the political principles of 
Sun Yat Sen and that the nationalist 
flag will be hoisted in Mukden, capi- 
tal of the province. 

Belief that the agreement is near, 
even if it has not already been con- 
summated, is strengthened by reports 
that the nationalists have cancelled 
all troop movements against Mukden 
and that Chang is preparing to with- 
draw his fighting Mukdenites from the 
Shanhaikwan front. 

“Steps Threatened.” 
The note to the Nanking govern- 


ment states that unless the national- | 


ists change their attitude toward Ja- 
pan’s interest in China, “the Japanese 
government may be obliged to take 
such measures as it deems suitable for 
the safeguarding of the rights and in- 
terests assured by the treaties.” It 
was drawn up as a formal reply to 
the notice of abrogation given by the 
Nanking foreign office July 21. Jap- 
anese officials in China at that time 
declined to accept the notice in any 
official manner but communicated it 
informally to the home government. — 

This episode of July 21 was coinri- 
dent with “advice” given to Manchuria 
by the Japanese consul general which 
warned Chang not to involve himself 
too deeply with Nanking. The ‘ad- 
vice” has not been turned into a for- 
mal warning delivered in Mukden by 
Japan’s special envoy to the funeral 
of Chang’s father, who was driven out 
of Peking by the nationalist armies 
and then killed when his railway 
coach was bombed in the outskirts of 
Mukden. 


JAPS IN MANCHURIA 
MENACE TO CHINA. 
Williamstown, Mass., August 8.— 
(P)—The rising tide of Chinese na- 
tionalism demands that Manchuria be 
freed from Japanese influence, Y. C. 
Hoe, a young Chinese law student at 
Harvard, told a general conference of 
the institute of politics in an im- 
promptu address last night. 
Jumping to his feet at the conclu- 
sion of an address by M. Zumoto, 
Japanese publicist, defending the poli- 
ey of Japan in Manchuria, Mr. Hoe 
declared Manchuria was Chinese ter- 
ritory, that his country would permit 
no foreign power to hold it forever 
and that if the interleoper did not 
withdraw she would be driven out. 
He declared the argument that 
Japan has special rights in Manchuria 
because she developed it was falla- 
cious. “Should Japan possess the val- 
leys of California that have been de- 
veloped by Japanese farmers?” he 


asked. 
Threat for Future. 


China is not strong enough to fight 
for her rights now with such a power- 
ful nation as Japan, he declared, but 
she might be 20 years from now. 

Mr. Zumoto had defended Japan’s 
position onthe grounds that China 
was not strong enough to protect Man- 
churia from foreign aggression and 
that the raw materials of the province 
were so necessary to Japan's factories 
that she must retain her place as pro- 
tector there. 

To this Mr. Hoe answered that 
China needs markets and raw ma- 
terials just as much as Japan.

As a “few among many” examples, 
the note instances the American 
church mission and cathedral, the con- 
sulate at Nanking, the American 
Presbyterian missions, and propertieyv 
at Hsuchowfu, Tsining and Shuntoh- 
fu which are at present occupied by 
the Chinese. 

The minister said that he had been 
inf@rmed that the occupation of addi- 
tional properties at Nanking and at 
Chinkiang was contemplated and that 
American property. was being treated 
as though America were an enemy 
country making war against China, 
where as its full protection is an ele- 
mentary responsibility of the Chinese 
government. 

The American government, the note 
says, has displayed throughout the 
greatest forbearance hoping that Chi- 
nese assurances would be made good.

WOMAN TALKS 


ON SOLID SOUTH 


Charlottesville, Va.; August 8.—(#/) 
The south is a distinct section and 
must be reckoned with accordingly, 
Mrs. Sarah Lee Fain, member of the 
Virginia house of representatives, de- 
eclared tonight in her address, “The 
Solid South—Its Cause—Its Future,” 
before members of the institute 
of public affairs of the University of 
Virginia. The race question is the 
chief reason for the south remaining 
sectional, Mrs. Fain said. 

“It is a grave problem,” she con- 
tinued. “It has been the cause of the 
south’s greatest woes. It will require 


forward looking citizens until a satis- 
factory solution is reached. Time may 
solve it but a definite paicy must be 
found.” 

The Virginia stateswoman traced 
the history of the south, the cause of 
its unity and some of the results ob- 
tained in such unification brought 
about through the labors of war and 
travail of reconstruction. Differences, 
political and social, between the south 
and the New England states, she said, 
dated back to the revolution. Intense 
rivalries between the sections became 
wider and resulted in the civil con- 
flict of 1861. 

“Nothing more significant is hap- 
pening,” she continued, “in this coun- 
try than the rise to power and influ- 
ence of groups of liberal leaders in the 
south. The south is experiencing a 
remarkable economic development— 
and an even more remarkable intellec- 
tual renaissance. It is at this momen 
in the throes of political unrest, the 
results of which no one ean foretell.”

GEORGE BRENNAN 
DEAD IN GHICAGU 


Chicago, August 8.—(/)—-Death has 
removed George E. Brennan from the 
ranks of democracy. The Illinois na- 
tional committeeman succumbed at 8 
ya. m. today, after a valiant though 
vain struggle against septic poisoning. 
The end came peacefully as Mr. Bren- 
nan Jay in a coma. His family and 
closest friends were with him. 

His death was not unexpected. 
Physicians gave up hope yesterday 
when the democratic leader suffered a 
relapse as his kidneys ceased to func- 
tion. 

The direct cause of death was given 
as diabetic coma, induced by Mr. Bren- 
nan’s weakened vitality. He had been 
seriously ill for nearly two weeks suf- 
fering from poisoning which developed 
from a tooth infection. He underwent 
an operation which -was considered 
successful and was given an even 
chauce for recovery until complications 
developed. 

Public funeral services for the vet- 
eran democrat was arranged for Fri- 
day morning at the Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel church, following private cere- 
monies in the home. 

Mr. Brennan’s death on the eve of 
another political campaign removed 
one of the chief personalities from 
his party. He not only was the demo- 
cratic leader in Lllinois but also occu- 
pied a high place in the national party 
affairs. He was an ardént supporter 
and personal admirer of Governor Al- 
fred E. Smith, whose candidacy for the 
presidency he first aided at the 1924 
convention in New York. 

Politics was Mr. Brennan’s avoca- 
tion. An insurance business, however, 
made him independently wealthy. 

Messages and expressions of condol- 
ence were received from throughout 
the country including some from re- 
publican Jeaders. James W. Good, 
western manager of Herbert Hoover's 
presidential campaign, said “his politi- 
cal associates throughout the country 
will miss Brennan’s counsel and ad- 
vice.” 

Surviving are his widow and one 
daughter. 

George FE. Brennan succeeded to 
leadership of the democratic. party in 
Illinois when Roger Sullivan died, and 
from that stronghold he quickly elevat- 
ed himself to a place in the national 
councils of the party. 

His political sagacity was legend 
even while Sullivan was at the helm, 
and as head of the Illinois organiza- 
tion he was welcomed to the ranks 
of party factors by such strategists as 
Tom Taggart, of Indiana, and the lead- 
ers of Tammany hall. 

Lost Leg When 13. 


But for loss of a leg in an Illinois 
coal mine when he was 13, Brennan 
might have been unknown to politics. 
His mishap sent him to school where 
he prepared himself as a teacher, and 
when he came to Chicago shortly be- 
fore 1900 he was on his way to politi- 
cal eminence. He built up an insur- 
ance businss which was one of the

MURDER INVOLVED 
BY FINGER PRINTS 


Los Angeles, August 8.—(#)—-The 
slaying of Mrs. Myrtle L. Mellus here 
last Sunday became today a murder 
mystery of the first magnitude when 
police announced that bloody finger 
prints found in the bathroom of the 
palatial Mellus home in the Wilshire 
district, where she was found dead, 
were not those of Leo “Pat” Kelly, 
handsome “butcher boy,” accused of 
the crime. 

Kelly, who, according to evidence 
and police findings, was for five years 
the woman’s sweetheart and compan- 


ion at many drinking parties, stoutly 
maintains his innocence. He has ad- 
mitted he was at the Mellus home on 
@ie afternoon Mrs. Mellus was found 
dead, and that he was in love with 
the woman and had been drinking 
with her on the day of her death. 
Indicted by Jury. 

Despite his denials Kelly was in- 
dicted by the county grand jury today 
on a murder charge and his trial date 
was expected to be set for August 20. 

Meanwhile, following the discovery 
of finger prints other than Kelly’s, 
police worked on the theory that some- 
one else may have knowledge of the 
killing and summoned for examination 
several persons who knew Mrs. Mellus 
well, including her husband, Frank, 
prominent in sports and fraternal cir- 
cles. Finger prints will be taken of 
all persons summoned. 

The finger print discovery was made 
by Police Sergeant H. L. Barlow, who 
through finger print records identified 
William EX. Hickman as the slayer of 
little Marian Parker some months ago.

Rumor That DuPont Will Fol- 
low Raskob Out of General 
Motors Sends Stock Tumbling.

New York, August 8.—Selling in 
stock market developing late yester- 
day after early strength on the ad- 
vance by steps in the call money rate 
from 6 per.cent to 7 accompanied by 
rumors that the federal reserve bank 
here would again advance its redis- 
count rate to check active specula- 
tion in the stock market was resumed 
today. General Motors suffered most 
on rumors that Chairman DuPont 
would resign following Raskob and 
for the same reason selling of stocks 
increased when call money opened at 
6 1-2 per cent against yesterday’s re- 
ee rate of 6 and advanced at noon 
to ¢.

Pathe Takes Climb. 


Within an hour today Pathe A shot 
up $10 a share, afterwards advanc- 
ing another $4 with the B climbing 
from 4 3-8 to 9 on the news that the 
company had employed a former offi- 
cial of Paramount to work on devel- 
opment of talking movies, indicating 
plainly that the urge to speculate in 
individual stocks on what is consid- 
ered bullish news is still strong. 
Traders in the stock market, big and 
little, are doing in individual stocks 
what was done throughout the list 
until the June break in prices. 


In censervative quarters here the 
tendency to continue active specula- 
tion in the stock market invites fur- 
ther corrective measures on the part 
of bankers. The feeling in such quar- 
ters is that with the September and 
October agricultural and commercial 
demands on the money market a mat- 
ter of grave concern this is decidedly 
not the time for the stock market to 
again. start boiling. However, there 
are many people in and out of Wall 
street who are firmly convinced that 


that the existing high rates for time 
and call money are entirely artificial. 
This is the viewpoint of the best 
bankers here including officials of the 
New York federal reserve bank who 
pointed out in the August bulletin 
that the member banks were being 
forced because of their overloaned 
condition to balance their books by 
borrowing increasingly from the fed- 
eral reserve. An institution such as 
the federal reserve bank of New York 
would not make such a _ statement 
without having facts at hand. 


Today's weekly reviews of recog- 
nized spokesmen for the iron and 
steel trade were again bullish. Wall 
street, however, has readjusted its ex- 
pectations of what the July unfilled 
order statement of the United States 
Steel corporation, due at noon Fri- 
day, will show. A decrease of 100,- 
000 tons is now predicted whereas an 
increase has been expected. A month 
ago expectations were for a decrease 
whereas an increase was reported. 

Cotton Market Surprised. 

Expecting the first government cot- 
ton crop report to indicate a yield of 
14,800,000 bales, the cotton market 
was surprised by a government esti- 
mate of 14,200,000 bales, cotton ad- 
vancing from $5 to $8 a bale. With 
the season from two to three weeks 
late, weather conditions from now on 
will be an important factor in cotton. 
At this.time last year with the crop 
late the government estimate was 13,- 
492,000 bales. The final figures were 
12,955,000 bales. Figuring on 14,- 
800,000 bales this year and a large 
carryover from last year's crop the 
shorts in cotton received severe pun- 
ishment when the government's fig- 
ures were published.

New York, August 8.—(#)—-A jump 
of approximately $5 to $8 a bale in 
cotton prices followed publication of 
the government crop report today. De- 
cember contracts which had sold off 
to 19.00, or into new low ground for 
the movement before the report, sold 
up to 20.33 compared with 19.23 at 
the close the previous day.

Apprehensions that a gulf 
disturbance might possibly work up 
the South Atlantic coast extending into 
the eastern belt, appeared to be re- 
sponsible for some covering or a little 
local buying.

The comparatively small demand 
Was soon supplied, and the market 
eased on a favorable impression of 
weather conditions otherwise, which 
seemed to promote pre-bureau liquida- 
tion by recent buyers. Active months 
sold 20 to 25 points net lower just 
before business was suspended ts re- 
ceive the government report, October 
declining to 19.10 and January to 
18.90. 

The official figures placing the con- 
dition at 67.9 and the indicated crop 
at 14,291,000 bales was about half a 
million bales below the average of re- 
cent private reports, and evidently 
surprised the market. There was a 
rush of buying on the resumption of 
trading after the 20-minute interval, 
and the market almost immediately 
sold up to 20.75 for October and 20.05 
for January on covering and some 
fresh buying which appeared to come 
from abroad and from local and Wall 
street interest. The south was credited 
with selling freely on this advance, 
which attracted considerable realizing 
and there were quick reactions of 30 
to 75 points, followed by irregular 
fluctuations but steadiness marked 
the Jate trading. 


Little Ginning Comment.

PRICE BOOSTED $7 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New Orleans, August &8.—(#)—A 
difference of about 1,000,000 bales less 
in the estimated yield given out by 
the government today was _ responsi- 
ble for a gain of practically $7 a bale 
in the cotton market. The report gave 
the indicated crop as 14.291,000 bales. 
Traders had heen expecting a total 
around 15,000,000 bales. When trad- 
ing was resumed after the report was 
issued prices soared 133 to 140 points 
above the day lows. Considerable 
profit-taking developed after the start 
and sag lost about $3.50 of the 
gain but there was a rally of 12 to 
13 points in the final trading and the 
market closed steady at net gains of 
71 to 76 points. 

October contracts jumped from 
18.58 to 19.98, or 140 points up. The 
subsequent reaction carried the option 
off to 19.42 and it closed at 19.55, 
73 points net higher. 

The market opened nyo & in re- 
sponse to higher Liverpool cables than 
due and first trades showed gains of 
10 to 15 points. Prices weakened, 
however, right after the start under 
a list minute flurry of liquidation in 
advance of the official report. Octo- 
ber traded down to 18.59, December 
18. nd January 18.57, or 21 to 24 
points under the previous close. These 
were the prices ruling when trading 
was suspended for the reception of 
the bureau. eo:

News From Wall Street and New York

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WALL STREET JOURNAL. 


New York, August 8.—Uncertainty over 
credit conditions was the dominating in- 
fluence on price movements in the main 
body of stocks today. Call money was 
again scarce, Banks with call $20,000,- 
000 from the demand market and the rate 
stiffened to 7 per cent after renewals had 
been arranged at 64. 

Continued firmness in call money caused 
disappointment in trading circles as it had 
been expected that a period of ease would 
set in for two or three weeks after the 
August 1 settlements had been completed. 

This situation was chiefly responsible for 
the sizeable declines which took place in 
the principal trading stocks. Special pres- 
sure was directed against General Motors 
on the expectation that Chairman DuPont 
would resign from the company. 

Unsettlement in the main body of stocks 
was heightened by a wild demonstration in 
the amusement shares following the recent 
uprise in Warner issues. Increase of near- 
ly 6 per cent in the daily. production of 
steel ingots in July as compared with Jufe 
was a distinct surprise. Producton aver- 
aged 152,432 tons a day or at an an- 
nual rate of about 47,300,000 tons a rate 
higher than the actual production of 1928, 
the record year. Steel output for the 
seyen months to July was 28,600,000 tons 
or 81,000 more than the previous record for 
the period in 1926. Uniess there is a 
drastic change in the steel situation it is 
fairly certain that 1928 output will set 
a new high record. 


EVENING POST. 


New York, August 8.—Interest in the 
olis which had shown a tendency to broaden 
out of late was dampened considerably by 
the showing of the weekly production fig- 
ures revealing a substantial gain in daily 
erude ontput in the last week. Of course, 
the increase is probably largely seasonal 
but some people held to the view that any 
further steps in the direction of higher 
crude prices would likely encourage more 
vigorous new drilling and make it diffi- 
cult to held certain of the smaller com- 
panies with large shut-in production stead- 
fastly to the bounds of curtailment meas- 
ures which have done much to alleviate 
the situation. 


Stock Letters. 


FENNER & BEANE. 


New York, August 8.—Today's stock mar- 
ket was again unsettled by calling of 
$20,000,000 loans and nervousness regarding 
the possibility of an early increase in the 
New York bank rate. Leading industrials 
were offered in fairly large volume during 
the afternoon and even the stronger groups, 
such as the oile and coppers, were unable 
to shake off the influence of a nervous 
and uncertain attitude. 

Efforts to stage a demonstration in the 
amusement shares met with little success. 
General Motors and United States Steel were 
conspicuously under pressure and were com- 
pelled to yield ground from the previous 
close, as were other recent speculative. fa- 
vorites. 

Call money opened at 63 per cent and 
advanced to 7 per cent but the real influ- 
ence depressing sentiment was the realiza- 
tion of a basically unsound credit situation 
and the threatening possibilities in this con- 
dition.

New York, August 8.—Prices lost ground 
in a generally dull session today. While 
some people took the low volume on the de- 
cline as enco®raging, still the ease with 
which some of the bids can fade away 
is disconcerting, to say the least. The 
money sitnation was again in the fore with 
further loans called and call money up to 


7 per cent. At that price a liberal supply 
developed. There was a. good deal of talk 
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of an increase in the discount rate. It may 
be that if this dues not develop tomorrow 
that another rally will follow. 

Furthermore, the DuPont and General Mo- 
tors news, which has been hanging over the 
market, will be out tomorrow. The steel 
tonnage statement due Friday will probably 
show 100,000 tons decrease, though the Iron 
Age review today was fairly optimistic. 
Vanadium earnings in the first six months 
totaled $2.57 a share against $2.94 in the 
same period last year. 

Only last March it was reliably estimated 
that as much as $10 would be shown this 
year. Three dollars of this total was ex- 
pected from the chemical end of the busi- 
ness, which now promises to contribute noth- 
ing until next year.

The stock is also 
affected by the report of the resignation of 
Chairman DuPont, which is believed will 
come tomorrow and the belief that nothing 
except the usual cash dividend will be an- 
nounced tomorrow, also. Weakness in Gen- 
eral Motors affected the rest of the motor 
group. Just at the close there was some 
rally again in the mail-order issues and 
strength in Republic Iron and Steel.

Cotton Letters. 


FENNER & BEANE, 


New York, August 8.—The cotton trade 
received a big surprise today in the gov- 
ernment’s crop forecast and market had a 
sensational advance. The forecast of 14,- 
291,000 bales was half a million bales under 
what was generally expected and a million 
bales less than some of the private bureaus 
had predicted. 

A large element in the trade seems in- 
disposed to accept the government's figures 
at their face, owing to the discrepancy be- 
tween its figures and those of the private 
bureaus. This element sold freely. on the 
advance. ; 

A large number of satisfied longs also 
sold. The selling was quite heavy and mar- 
ket had a good sized reaction around mid- 
session. It firmed up in the late trading 
after the profit-taking let up and ended 
with a very substantial gain, 

We have pointed out in our reviews for 
several days that the government was likely 
to come well under the private bureaus 
because of its reduced acreage and changed 
methods used in finding the probable yield 
per acre. We believe that the government's 
figures are conservative because ft says it 
allowed for only moderate weevil damage in 
making up its forecast. es 

Weevil are increasing rapidly and its 
next report is likely to demonstrate that 
fact. 

We believe the market has made a defi- 
nite turn for the better and expect to see 
materially higher prices in the near future.

vatory officials say, because only a 
certain area is visible through a glass 
and the meteors travel at such terrific 
speed that they pass out of the range 
— glasses in a fraction of a sec- 
ond. 

The heavenly show will start from 
the northeastern sky, sweeping in a 
great arc as the earth enters the me- 
toric strata; for it is the earth, obser- 
vatory experts explained, which meets 
the meteors in its flight around the 


sun. 
Swept By Gravity. 
The meteors, some of them large— 


perhaps as big as a house—some of | Couzinet, and built entirely of wood, 


them small—are swept by the gravity 
of the earth into the atmosphere ex- 
tending some 50 miles upward from 
the surface. 

At a speed estimated to be from 10 
to 50 miles a second these broken bits 
of the comet Perseids hurtle toward 
the earth. There is no danger of any 
reaching the ground, it is said, because 
they travel so fast that their own fric- 
tion consumes them in fire. It is this 
which makes them visible. 

The visit of the meteors is an an- 
nual affair; in fact it goes on through- 
out the year on a less spectacular 
scale. August, however, is the time 
of year when the earth reaches the 
orbit in which the comet Perseids, dis- 
covered in 1862, met some celestial 
accident which smashed most of it 
into trillions of tiny particles which 
the earth encounters every August in 
its travels around the sun. 

Lasts Three Nights. 

The celestial display, according to 
the naval observatory, will probably 
last for three nights. It is difficult 
to determine when the maximum bDril- 
liancy of the meteors will occur, al- 
though they will be plainly visible 
each night. 

During the three nights the meteors 
can be seen hurtling toward earth, all 
of the world north of the equator will 
be able to witness them. When night 
falls in Europe or Asia they will be 
seen there. 

Should the nights on which the 
meteors appear be hazy or bright from 
the moon, they will be harder to see, 
the naval observatory said. 

The greater their speed, the more 
brilliant they become, the friction 
causing them to become hotter. and 
give off a whiter light. 

The meteor display is held by some 
astronomers to rival the beauty of the 
aurora borealis. They say we can 
witness the show because the Perseids 
was so slow in completing its are 
around the sun, some millions of years 
ago. It is estimated the comet took 
140 years to make the circle, and in 
its turtle-like movements, as compar- 
ed with the speed of other heavenly 
bodies, it fell victim to some gigantie 
onrushing world in space.

ATLANTIC PLANE 


FALLS: TWO DEAD 


Orcy, France, August 8—({#)—An- 
other attempt to fly from Paris to 
New York ended in disaster today be- 
fore it had even begun. 

The giant tri-motored “Arc-En-Ciel” 
—*“‘Rainbow”’—crashed on the landing 
field at Orcy airdrome late this after- 
noon killing the pilot, Maurice Drou- 
hin, noted French flier, and mechanic, 
Lannet, and injuring two others, Gio- 


nolle and Manuel. 
The big plane, designed by Rene 


so constructed that all of its essential 
machinery would be accessible during 
flight, was a complete wreck, parts 
of the wings, fuselage and wires be- 
ing strewn for 1,600 yards along the 
field. 

The “Rainbow” was being put 
through its final test preparatory to 
a start across the Atlantic next week. 
Drouhin died tonight in a_ hospital 
with one leg broken and almost 
wrenched from its hip socket. Lannet 
and Manuel were both to have been 
in the crew of the Atlantic flight. 
Gionolle was one of two youthful 
French engineers -who designed. the 
plane, the other, Couzinet, not being 
aboard when the crash came. 

Only four days ago a new 600- 
horsepower motor had been substitut- 
ed for 180-horsepower central engine, 
the new motor being flanked with two 
other motors of 180-horsepower each. 
With the added power the plane car- 
rying:a load exceeding two tons had 
made speed of greater than 140 miles 
an hour. 

It was roaring close to the ground 
today at about 125 miles an hour 
when a few spectators noticed a huge 
wing wobbling, the engines were cut 
off then, but the deformation of the 
wing caused the giant plane to shoot 
almost perpendicularlx into the air to 
a height of about 450 feet. There it 
slid to one side, apparently refusing 
to respond to the controls. 

As it reached the ground it tore 
through a strong wire fence, knocked 
over iron posts, and crashed against 
the corner of a hangar, coming to a 
stop a crumpled wreck on the road 
bordering the field. 

When the first spectators arrived 
Lannet was already dead, Drouhin 
was bent over in a pool of his own 
blood, and Gionolle was unconscious 
though apparently not seriously in- 
jured. Manuel’s wounds seemed not 
to be grave.

Tokyo, August 8.—(4)—Japanese 
naval authorities are reported to have | 
hinted that the recent Anglo-French 
agreement makes these provisions : 

First, cruiser shall be divided into 
two classes, those armed with guns 
over six inches and those with guns 


Second, restriction of the gross ton- 
nage of destroyers, the size of which 
must not exceed 1,800 tons. 

Third, restriction of the gross ton- 
nage of submarines over 600 tons 
the size of which must not exceed 
1,800 tons. 

Fourth, no restriction to be placed 
on warcraft under 500 tons. 

When asked to confirm the fore- 
east the official naval spokesman 
stated certain parts were correct while 
ethers were incorrect. As the de- | 
tails of the agreement were confiden- 
tial he was unable to say which were 
right and which wrong. He intimat- 
ed, however, that the restriction of 
the size of submarines up to 1,800 
tons was incorrect. 

The spokesman stated Japan was 
considering the matter and intimated 
that the authorities were in general 
accord with the agreement although 
they thought it doubtful if America 
would concur. 

Expressing his personal opinion, the 
spokesman added the matter would 
probably be deferred to the League of 
Nations. Afterwards he thought it 
was possible that the Washington nav-
